• CARL SCRIVENER, CHAIR- 
MAN of the Student Council Sur- 
vey Committee, resigned his chair- 
manship last Wednesday. 

Mr. Scrivener, when asked for 
his committee's report concerning 
the bookstore investigation, said 
that he had decided to resign as 
chairman of the Cominittee. 

“I would like to remain a mem- 
ber of the Committee,” he con- 
tinued, “participating in all func- 
tions except the so-called investi- 
gation of the bookstore.”^' 

Mr. Scrivener has |^n under 
Are since last October >vhen the 
Commitltee's report was received 
by the Council as being incom- 
plete. At that time, ^e report 
did not include flgurn showing 
profit, loss, expenditures, and over- 
head for the bookstore. He haft 
since failed to secure Uhp^ figures 
needed to complete th^ tepprt. 

Tim Mead, a member \the 
committee, was appointed to suc^ 
ceed Mr. Scrivener. Council presi- 
dent, Ed Rutsch, also appointed 
Stan Heckman, Ed Crump, and, 
Dick Beyda to the committee. 

Mr. Mead, in a statentent to the 
HATCHET, said that he hoped to 
have the bookstore figures at the 
next Council meeting in two 
weeks.

• A STUDENT COUNCIL voting 
procedure ruling by president Ed 
Rutsch met with bitter dispute 
last Wednesday. 

President Rutsch ruled that 
three members— Ed Crump, Tom 
McGrath and Carl Scrivener— 
woClld not be allowed to vote on 
the handbook editors petitioning 
because they had arrived after the 
petitioners had finished present- 
ing their plans to the Council. 

"Sometimes," Mr. Rutsch said, 
*1 have come to Council meeting 
with my mind made up as to who 
were the qualified petitioners, but 
when I had heard their reports 
I reached a different decision.” 

Mr. Crump. Law School Repre- 
sentative, immediately appealed 
Mr. Rutsch’s decision, saying. ‘The 
Student Council is a legislative 
body, and we as representatives 
have a right to vote on all issues.” 

The Council voted to uphold the 
decision of the chair. Mr. Crump 
conferred with Mr. Scrivener and 
then announced that the Issue 
would be taken before the Student 
Life Committee at its next mat- 
ing. 

The controversy was continued 
later in the meeting when Mr. 
Crump moved that a member be 
allowed to vote on any issue at 
which he was piiesent at the time 
of voting. 

“Carl and I attended an IFC 
banquet,” he said. '‘and. then made 
a tpeieUl effort to come to this 
meeting. Being the president of 
SAE,” he continued, ”1 think it 
was my duty to attend the ban- 
quet.” 

Mr. Rutsch. turning the gavpl 
over to vice-president ^tsy 
Evans, quoted a statement by A! 
Rode, Council president last year. 
This statement said in part that 
the Student Council Is “superior” 
to all other student activities. '

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Atomk Energy Expert Speaks 
On Radiation Safety Problem

Addressing the Sigma XI science fraternity Friday night, she said the difference be- 
tween success and failure in 
the radiation hazard pro- 
tection business will be in 
whether or not "we are will- 
ing ' to make the effort to 
learn proper precdutlons.” 

Dr. Anderson, Presidentelect of 
the American Health Physics so- 
ciety and one of the first scien- 
tists to work with the Manhattan 
project at Los Alamos, asserted 
that the whole problem adds up 
to the fact that "we must pay in- 
creased attention to probiems and 
control of radiation hazards on 
the local as well as national 
level.” 

She cautioned her listeners 
Against pure memorization of pro- 
cedures, and rules, but suggested 
that a proper knowledge of the 
materials being used and the dan- 
gers involved In them is essential 

>he emphasized the local knowl- 
edge, she said, because many unl- 
Versit'es and industries are now 
.Worllng with nuclear reactors, 

«nd they must know the possible 
dangers involved in such work. 

rHow radiation interacts with 
*/cell still is in the region of the 
t^nknown," she said. “All we can 
i»ay Is that the results are so 
and so." 'therefore, we need to 
know more about these radioac- 
tive parUcles and their inter- 
actions on human tissue.

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reactions, she said, so that we may 
take steps to counteract them. 

She categorized the hazards in 
terms' of internal and external 
dosage and by biological and ge- 
netic effects. She noted that the 
most outstanding danger involved 
in radiation is that it “doesn’t let« 
you know it is around.” 

There are no painful reactions 
for a long time, and sometimes 
the damage to the body will not 
show up for as nuich as 20 to 25 
years, she said. 

“Any ionized material can dam- 
age tissue if it reaches a tissue 
cell in sufficient dose,” she con- 
tinued. 

In regard to the genetic effects 
produced by radiation, she said, 
there is a suspicion that any radi- 
ation which reaches the , gonads 
can cause genetic mutation. It 
is believed that the resultant ef- 
fect is in a greater number of 
lukemia cases and in life span be- 
ing shortened. 

Less is known about the genet- 
ic effects, she said, than any 
other. “We’re very concerned 
about this problem,” she con- 
tinued. But we can only tell what 
we know from accidents, and from 
the results of the Japan atomic 
bombings. 

Dr. Anderson concluded by giv- 
ing the moat basic of protection 
measures. Slie said that it is 
essential to know the sources of 
radiation, to know whether or not 
a given radiation source affects 
the human internally or extern- 
ally. 

She also emphasized the need 
for planning research procedures 
carefully, and stressed memt ar- 
dently that workers use instru- 
ments. cautioning them again that 
radiation does not let one know 
of its presence. 

The problem may only be solved* 
she said* once you know the 
measures, “if you have the desire 
to work with radiation sources 
ssfety.”

• THE CONCEPTS OF education and educational needs in the United States hav 
changed since Sputnik No. 1— only the degree of emphasis. John F. Latimer, Assistant 
of Facilities, indicated this fact in a recent interview. 

In his book, "What’s Happened To CXir High SchooU," published after nine v£i 
research, he said that our educational process has failed to meet the needs of modfc 
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society. He pointed out in the ^ ^ — 

book s introduction that "our oU" end "cramming for exams.'* 
high school education was not This need for individual effort and 

discipline is a counter to the con- 
cept of mass effort. 

He emphasized that culture Is 
essential and cannot be sacriffeed 
by demands for technologists. He 
pointed out that history clearly 
shows great national advances in 
science awakened men’s minds to 
new fields of cultural 
thought. The cultural advances, 
however, were much slower than 
the scientific ones. 

Dean Latimer stated that there 
are five basic educational areas — 
science, math, history, foreign

good before and bad after the 
two Sputniks were put into 
orbit.” He also said that the 
Sputniks merely intensified the 
feeling that some change should 
be made In our educational system. 

In his opinion, the Russian tech- 
nological sweep made people whole 
pointedly aware that a change 
was urgently needed In the sys- 
tem. 

Dean Latimer feels that the 
tendency of Americans to criti- 
cize should not reach the point 
where it hinders worthwhile ac- 
complishments which can only be 
made on a gradual basis. He said 
that people are very serious con- 
cerned about the need for educa- 
tional changas, but must recog- 
nize that fanprevementa will take 
time.

Students are influenced by all 
sorts of factors to take easy 
courses rather than those com- 
mensurate with their ability and 
intelligence. Dean Latimer also 
said that the one objective of edu- 
cation is self development. 

He mentioned the fact that edu- 
cation should produce useful citi- 
zens who apply their Intelligence 
to the duties of citizenship.

Already, many 
atudents have made application 
for 1959 lummer Jobi. American- 
European Student Foundation (a 
nonprofit organization) la offering 
these Joba to atudenta for Ger- 
many, Scandinavia, England. Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, France, Italy, 
and Spain. The Joba conalst of 
foreatry work, child care work 
(femalea only) farm work, hotel 
work (limited number available), 
conitructlon work, and loine other 
more quaHlIed Joba requiring more 
tpecialized training. 

The purpoee of thli program la 
to afford the atudent an opportu- 
nity to get into real living contact 
with tha people and cuatoma ot 
Euixqie. In thla way, a concrete 
effort can be made to learn aome- 
thing of the culture ot Europe. In 
return tor hla or her work, the 
student win receive hia or her 
room and board, plua a wage. 
However, atudenta ahould keep In 
mind that thay will be working 
on the European economy and 
wages will naturally be scaled ac- 
cordingly. The working conditions 
(hours, safety, regulations, legal 
protection, work permits) will be 
strictly controlled by the labor 
mtnistrlea of the countries in- 
volved. 

In most cases, the employers 
have requested especially for 
American students. Hence, they 
are particularly interested in the 
student and want to make the 
work aa interesting aa possible.

Daly and Bill Stuart were defeat- 
ed in the first round of District 
Seven finals last weekend, but 
went on to win the next five, tie 
for second place and reoelJe an 
Invitation to the West Point Na- 
tional Invitational championship 
tournament April 22-25. 

After suffering a defeat at the 
hands of. the tournament's top 
team, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Daly and Stuart eliminated 
the Naval Academy, Georgetown 
University, St. Joseph's of Phila- 
delphia, Princeton University and 
tied St. Peter's of Jersey Qty. 

In tying for second (dace hon-: 
ors with St. Peter’s, with a 9-3 
ballot, the University pair ac- 
count^ for George Washington’s 
being represented in the national 
tournament for the 7th time in 12 
years. 

Mr. Daly, as second speaker on 
the University squad ranked as 
the second top speaker of the 
touriuunent. 

The tournament held at Seton 
Hall University in East Orange, 
New Jersey drew teams from the 
five states and the District of Co- 
lumbia which compose District 
Seven, i 

Each team in the tournament 
(net in six rounds of debate with 
twoi Judges per round. The Uni- 
versity pair lost both judges’ votes 


against Pennsylvania, and re- 
ceived a split decision in the 
round with St. Peter's. The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, as top 
team, had a 10-2 record. 

Besides George Washington, the 
four other top District teams In 
the tournament — the University of 
Pennsylvania, St. Peter’s, King's 
College and SL Joseiih's, received 
invitations to the West Point |fa- 
thmals. 

Each of the 22 schools from 
West Virginia, Virginia, Maryland, 
Delaware, New Jersey and the 
District of Columbia debated three 
times on the negative side of the 
debate topic and three "times on 
the affirmative. 

The debate question is "Re- 
solved: that the further develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons be 
prohibited by international agree- 
ment." 

The University was represented 
at West Point last year by Dick 
Jamboraky and Ed Felegy.

Repeat As Champs 


• IN SPRING A baseball coach’s fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of weather — at least as far as Coach Bill Reinhart 
is concerned. When asked about this year’s chances, Coach 
Reinhart said, "The boys are hitting and pitching very well in 
practice. With a little luck this could be our big year.” 

He is convinced that the 


Colonials will pick up where 
they left off last season— "if 
the good weather keeps up 
and none of our key men are 
Injured." Last year bad weather 
during practice caused the Co- 
lonials to get off to a slow start, 
but they still posted a 13-8 rec- 
ord, and tied for the Southern 
Conference Championship with a 
9-2 record. - 

The 1959 edition is largely com- 
posed of veterans, who posted a 
team batting average of .311 last 
year, admirable in any league. 
•Among those returning this sea- 
son are outfielder Gino D'Am- 
brosio, who biased out a .386 
average last season, Don Herman, 
who lilt .353 while playing first 
base. Sam Knisley, a .344 swatter 
at shortstop, and Frank Campana 
and Dennis Hill, who posted 4-0 
marks as freshmen Etchers In 
1958. Ralph Kunze. Jay Conley, 
Jerry Powers, Ron DeMelfl and 
Des Gatti round out the snappy 
Buff Infield, while Charlie Samp- 


son. Babe Marshall and Paul 
Raines will handle the outfield 
chores. The strong pitching staff 
also includes George Bickerton, 
Charlie Padgett and Jack Arthur, 
another man returning after an 
injury last year. 

Coach Reinhart feels that Rich- 
mond and VPI will be the teams 
to beat. They both have excellent 
facilities for practice and always 
field good teams. On the other 
hand the Colonials are limited to 
the inadequate facilities pf the 
Ellipse until April, whch the 
smooth infield at Griffith Stadium 
yUl be available. , 

The Buff play the first of their 
20 games on March 26, when they 
take on rugged Vermont, one of 
aeve'ral Northern teams scheduled 
before regular Conference jalay 
begins. 

Wh^n asked if our team would 
be ready fpr its first Southern 
Conference game on April 11, the 
Coach smiled and said, "We'd bet- 
ter be.”
